He averaged £100 per 
fortnight in payments. He 
banked the money and took 
the slip’ back to the firm. 


On November 25, 1963, he 
was being transferred to the 
Bourke Street Store and was 
told to bring in the receipt 
books and any money he had 
collected the previous day.

S, G. Mcintosh, of Cam- 
bridge: Street, Seaholme, told 
the Court he had recently 
employed Kinniburgh and 
trusted him completely. 

Kinniburgh was given a 
bond to be of good behaviour 
for 12 months and told to 
put £10 in the poor box.
